A SEA DISASTER. 



French Steamer La Bonrgopie 
Sunk Off Sable Island in 



JUNY 



Over rive Hundred of the Paasengrers 
and Crew on Board Went to the 
Bottom of the 




Halifax, N. a, July T. — The ship 
Cromartyshire, in tow of the Allun 
steamer Grecian, came into the har- 
bor early Wednesday with her bow 
stove in and partly dismasted. She 
had been in collision with the French 
steamer La liourgogue off Sable island. 
The latter sank with 7*3 people. Twc 
hundred wero saved. 

La Bourgogoe sailed from New York 
July 3 for Havre. A large number 
her passengers were Americana 

Only one woman survivor Is among 
the saved. The only oflicers savei 
were the purser and three engineers 
Thirty men belonging to the crev 
were also picked up. The retnaiodei 
of the 200 saved are passengers 

The collision occurred at 4 o'clocl; 
in the morning of July 4. A heavy 
fog prevailed and the crash 
most without warning. Most of tbt 
passengers were in the staterooms Be 
quickly did the vessel founder that 
number of these did not even ha\ 
time to reach the deck and died in 
their staterooms. 

The woman saved was Mrs. A. D. 
Lacasse, of Plain ville, N. J. She was 
picked up by her husband and placed 
on a life raft. She clung to the raft 
until picked up. Another woman was 
with her, but was washed off the laft 
by the seas and drowned. 

Capt De L'Once stood on the bridge 
of his ship as she went down. He re- 
fused to leave the vessel and per- 
ished. 

The captain of the Cromartyshire 
said: "When my ship was do miles off 
South Sable Island she wa* on the port 
tack heading west by northwest under 
reduced canvas, going four or five 
knots an hour. The foghorn was kept 
continuously blowing. 

"Shortly after 4 a, m . I heard a 
steamer's whistle on our weather bow. 
which seemed to be neuring us very 
fast I blew our horn and »n an- 
swered by the steamer's whistle 

"Suddenly a steamer loomed uj 
through th* fog on our port bow and 
crashed intous, going at terrible speed 

"Our foremast and main topyalluoi 
mast were carried away. 1 uumedi 
ately ordered the boot* out and worn 
to examine the damage. I found tha' 
our bow had been completely cut oil 
and the plates twisted Into every con- 
ceivable shape. Some of the men saved 
from the French ship say that our shii 
struck theui amidships, making a ter 
rifle rent in her side. The steamer ca- 
reened over und went down sideways* 

"There was scarcely an instant left 
to escape from the fearful vortex, 
which sucked down the trembling pco 
pie who managed to gain the deck. 
Nearly all the pasiecgers were in their 
night robes. With wild, desnuiring 
shrieks aud screams they clutched 
vainly at the lift- belts to save them- 
selves from the awful deep. 

The scene enacted on board La Hour- 
gognc just after the collision was ter- 
rible to witness Men fought for po- 
sitions in the boats like raving mani- 
acs; men were for ced back and tram- 
pled upon by the human beasts, who 
Invoked the first law of nature and 
made self-preservation their first ob- 
ject On board were a large 
number of Italians and other 



human life. These liends stoi 
at nothing. In one boat 
a party of 40 women, but to graat was 
the panic that not a hand was raised 
to assist in her launohlng. The occu- 
pants so near safety were drowned like 
rats, when the ship, with an awful 
hissing sound. \*pnl down with hun- 
dreds of lives So desperat* was the sit- 
uation that a passenger drew his 
knife and made a thrust at one who. 
like himself was endeavoring to reach 
the boats Immediately the action 
was imitated in every direction. 
Knives were flourished with deadly ef- 
fect Women and children were driv- 
en back to an inevitable death at the 
points of weapons, the owners of which 
were experts in their use.

One cake soap. 3 50 ounces 

One pair trousers, 3 pounds 

One shirt, 1 pound. 

One pair drawers, 14 ~A ounces 

One pair socks, I 45 ounces 

One towel, I 40 ounces 

One blanket bag, 2 pounds. 

Haversack and rations. 0 pounds. 

Rifle, bayonet, tiold belt, scabbard, 
2 5 pounds. 

Canteen filled and cup. 4 B unds 
Ammunition, 100 rounds, 6 pounds. 
Total, 04 5 pounds 

Thie does not include the weight of tbe 
lothing and incidentals, as pocket knife, 
pipe, tobacco, money, etc , which would 
make tbe total nearer seventy pounds. 

This would make a fairly good load for 
a pack mule. By the terms of a recent 
order from provisional corps headquar 
at Chickamauga, the men in the 
ranks arc to be relieved of as much as 
possible. The knapsack, tent, blanket, 

clothing, soap and towels are to be car- 
ried on a wagoD, two of which will be 
furnished to each company. 

This will take about seventeen pounds 
off the shoulders of the tramping sol 
, leaving some forty-seven pounds, 
which is an awful burden to bear under 
tbe tropical sun. where every pound 
pulls down with double tbe force of its 
actual weight
